A group of German operators will be active from Togo during the period 15 — 28 


April. They will be QRV on all bands 160 — 10m using the callsign 5V7CC. QSLs go 
via DLOMBI. 


For the XYL chasers Anne OH2YL will be on the Island of St Barthelemy in the 
Caribbean from 15 — 27 April signing FJ/OH2YL. Operation will be on CW only. 
QSL via the home call or via Logbook of the World. 


For those who need Central Kiribati an international team will be on from Kanton 
Island from 17 — 28 April with the callsign T31A. QSLs are via W2IJ or Logbook of 
the World. 


The Italian DXpedition to Liberia still has a few days to run. For the prefix chasers 
this is a chance to get a rare one as the group are using the callsign 5M2TT instead of 
the usual EL prefix and are QRV on 80m through 6m. Another thing to mention is that 
the online log is updated immediately a QSO takes place. QSLs go via IZYSB. 


Two Dutch operators will sign PJ2/PA7JWC and PJ2/PD7DB from the Island of 
Curacao from 15 — 22 April. This one counts for IOTA SA-099 and is one of the new 
DXCC entities in the Caribbean since last October.
